After stating that the depart- 
ment had wiped out Å _ deficit of 
$2,599,776 inherited*by his admin- 
istration when he went ‘into office 
Jañ. 1, 1937, Hale said: 

“The State Road department is 
out of debt. Orly current bills 
will be unpaid at January Ist. It 
is the intention of the road board 
to keep its finances in this con- 
dition.
